A  New  Name  for  our  Yearbook 

After  the  merger  of  the  MCP  and  Hahnemann 
University  medical  schools,  the  yearbook  editors  realized 
that  their  publication  needed  a  name  that  was  unique  to 
the  combined  program.  The  student  body  was  polled  for 
ideas,  and  subsequently  voted  on  the  new  name. 
'The  Iatrian"  and  'The  Medic7'  were  retired,  and 
The  Aesculapian"  is  now  in  its  second  year  of 
publication. 

Included  here  is  the  story  of  Aesculapius,  from  whom 
the  yearbook  takes  its  name. 


Aesculapius  (Roman),  also  known  as  Asklepios  (Greek)  or  Asclepius,  is  the  Greek  god  of 
healing  and  patron  deity  of  physicians.  He  was  the  son  of  Apollo  and  the  mortal  maiden 
Coronis.  While  Coronis  was  with  child,  Apollo  learned  from  a  white  raven  that  Coronis  was 
in  love  with  another.  In  his  anger,  Apollo  turned  the  raven  black,  and  punished  Coronis  by 
placing  her  on  a  funeral  pyre.  When  Apollo  realized  his  guilt  at  also  killing  his  unborn  child, 
he  stole  the  child  from  his  mother's  womb  and  entrusted  the  centaur  Chiron  to  raise 
Aesculapius  and  teach  him  the  art  of  healing. 

Aesculapius'  abilities  surpassed  those  of  Chiron,  to  include  the  ability  to  bring  the  dead 
back  to  life.  He  delivered  many  from  torment  and  death's  door,  and  is  noted  to  have  brought 
Theseus'  sons  back  from  the  dead. 

When  Zeus  learned  of  these  abilities,  he  became  fearful  that  Aesculapius  was  far  too 
powerful  a  mortal,  that  he  may,  in  fact,  make  men  immortal.  Zeus  slew  Aesculapius  with  a 
thunderbolt,  but  Aesculapius  continued  to  heal  anyone  who  sought  his  help. 

According  to  Greek  legend,  those  patients  seeking  to  be  healed  would  sleep  the  night  in 
the  temple  of  Aesculapius.  The  healer  would  appear  to  them  in  a  dream,  accompanied  by 
his  daughter  Hygieia  and  by  his  serpent.  In  the  dream  he  would  treat  the  patient,  and  in  the 
morning  the  patient  awoke,  healed. 

The  Staff  of  Aesculapius  became  the  symbol  of  the  physician.  The  Caduceus  is  NOT  the 
true  symbol  of  medicine,  although  it  has  been  erroneously  regarded  as  such  in  modern 
times.  The  confusion  arose  during  World  War  I,  when  all  medical  ambulances  bore  a 
Caduceus  on  their  sides  to  signify  that  they  were  traveling  under  a  flag  of  truce  and  were 
not  to  be  attacked.  After  the  war,  the  symbol  came  to  be  associated  with  medicine.  Unlike 
the  Caduceus  (the  winged  staff  of  Hermes)  which  bears  two  serpents  intertwined,  the  Staff 
of  Aesculapius  bears  a  single  serpent  entwined  on  the  wooden  staff,  representing  the  serpent 
that  both  traveled  with  him  wherever  he  went  and  participated  in  his  healing  of  the  ill.

1938:  Catherine  Macfarlane,  Professor  of  Gynecol- 
ogy, initiated  a  prospective  study  aimed  at  deter- 
mining whether  yearly  exams  of  asymptomatic 
women  could  detect  early  cervical  cancer.  The 
project  was  published  in  JAMA  and  The  American 
journal  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  and  won 
considerable  acclaim  for  Macfarlane  and  the 
Woman's  Medical  College.

Wiesner  a  "public  citizen",  a  person  who  through  acts 
no  matter  how  small  or  large,  participates  in  every  possible  aspect  of  tending  the  well-being  of  his  community  and  his  country. 

For  many  years  I  struggled  with  the  concept  of  how  to  be  a  good  citizen,  how  to  support  my  country,  and  be  a  productive  contributing 
member  of  this  society.    It  seemed  that  a  person  needed  to  be  an  expert  in  just  about  everything  to  participate  in  anything,  and  this 
was  the  monumental  stumbling  block  in  my  logic.   Mr.  Lewis'  beautiful  piece  brought  home  to  me  that  doing  the  best  you  can  with  what 
you  have  and  at  any  given  time  is  the  most  anyone  can  expect.  The  point  is,  you  have  to  do.  Take  5  minutes  to  write  a  letter  to  your 
congressfolx,  saying  "drive  through  deliveries  stink".   It  doesn't  have  to  be  long,  fancy,  or  impecably  researched.  Just  delivered.  Attend 
monthly  town  meetings.  Spend  an  hour  a  week  with  a  confined  neighbor.  Vote.   Keep  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  your  apartment  clean.  So 
many  things,  great  and  small  add  up  to  a  caring  community  and  a  great  country. 

Irwin  Shaw  wrote  a  poigniant  story  of  a  man  who  took  his  son  to  report  for  active  service  in  World  War  II.  The  man  was  an  accountant, 
and  had  enjoyed  a  fairly  orderly  and  ordinary  life  with  his  family.   In  seeing  his  son  off  to  the  airport,  though,  he  realized  that  he  spent 
too  much  of  his  life  focused  on  his  immediate  surroundings,  and  that  he  was  now  sending  his  son  off  to  fight  in  a  war  that  he  had  done 
nothing  to  prevent.   I  don't  want  to  have  regrets  of  that  kind,  so  I  make  time  to  participate  in  what  I  can,  trusting  that  the  running 
average  of  all  of  our  best  efforts  will  yield  a  true  and  stronger  country  for  future  generations  of  Americans. 

So,  I  hope  I  have  helped  perpetuate  Dr.  Wiesner's  life  philosophy  of  good  citizenry 
as  a  noble  goal  and  a  responsibility,  and  leave  you  with  the  thought

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Dr.  Baggott  was  a  native  of  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  earning  his  B.S.  in  Chem- 
istry cum  laude  at  Marquette  University  in  1962,  and  his  Ph.D.  in  Physiologic 
Chemistry  at  Johns  Hopkins  in  1966.  After  a  Public  Health  Service  post-doctoral 
fellowship,  he  joined  the  faculty  at  Hahnemann  University  in  1968,  and  held 
positions  too  numerous  and  varied  to  recount.  As  impressive  as  these  unlisted 
accomplishments  are,  his  major  successes  -  the  things  he  truly  valued  -  are  not 
listed  in  his  Curriculum  Vitae.  Dr.  Baggott  was  a  devoted  father  to  his  eight 
children,  and  a  passionate  gardener  and  naturalist. 

Dr.  Baggott's  profession  is  better  described  as  one  of  teaching  than  of  bio- 
chemistry. His  incessant  search  for  better  ways  to  help  students  learn  is  one  of 
the  many  traits  that  made  his  teaching  so  engaging.  He  Strived  for  "kinetic 
delivery"  of  lectures,  believing  that  learning  should  be  a  fun  and  enjoyable 
experience.  He  loved  obscure  facts  that  bridged  scientific  disciplines  for  us,  as 
well  as  helping  to  illustrate  a  point  he  wished  to  make.  One  of  his  greatest  accom- 
plishments was  his  development  of  an  as-yet  unsurpassed  Integrated  Biochemistry 
Learning  System  (IBLS). 

Dr.  Baggott's  energy,  enthusiasm,  and  passion  for  teaching  will  be  sorely 
missed  by  colleagues,  students,  and  the  academic  community  at  large. 


Vndriw  Beasley,  Sc.l). 

Dr.  Beasley's  name  evoked  mystery-like  sentiments  for  main  of  us  in  the 

Class  of  2000.  After  39  years  at  our  school,  he  had  aearly  become  an  institution 
himself  In  1963  -  before  most  of  our  class  was  born  or  our  parents  even 
married  -  he  assumed  Ins  role  as  Associate  Dean  of  Admissions.  w  here  he 
remained  for  23  years.  He  inten  iewed  main  of  us.  and  several  of  our  parents 
as  well. 

Dr.  Beasley  began  as  an  instructor  in  Anatomy,  and  held  positions  up  to  and 
including  Administrator  and  Acting  Department  Chair.  He  was  a  six-time 
Golden  Apple  Award  w  inner,  and  also  received  the  Lindback  foundation 
award  for  Distinguished  Teaching.  However,  the  school  and  our  class  will 
remember  him  most  for  his  role  as  Associate  Dean  of  Admissions.  He  was 
known  for  advocating  the  school's  philosophies  of  recruiting  underreprcsented. 
humanistic  and  non-traditional  applicants.  He  retired  in  March  of  1997  and, 
sadly,  died  several  months  later.  His  work  shaped  our  class  and  our  school,  and 
his  ideals  will  continue  to  be  deeply  ingrained  in  the  admissions  philosophy. 


Angelo  Pinto,  Ph.D. 

"Angelo",  as  he  preferred  to  be  called,  was  a  professor  whose  respect  for  and 
faith  in  us  was  virtually  palpable.  He  treated  us  not  like  subordinates,  but  as  future 
and  respected  colleagues  and  as  people  from  whom  he  wished  to  learn.  Though  we 
were  blessed  with  a  fantastic  and  dedicated  faculty,  there  were  few  who  were  as 
visible  as  he.  For  Angelo,  a  walk  down  the  hallway  could  easily  be  a  half-hour 
endeavor.  He  could  seldom  go  from  one  end  of  the  hall  to  the  other  without  being 
stopped  by  at  least  one  student  for  questions,  or  advice,  or  just  a  social  chat.  As  one 
student  pointed  out,  he  was  truly  a  graceful  and  gracious  person,  for  no  matter  how 
pressed  he  was  for  time,  he  had  a  knack  for  making  you  feel  like  the  most  important 
person  in  his  world  right  then. 

Angelo's  personal  magnetism  was  well  matched  by  his  teaching  ability.  For 
nearly  a  decade,  Angelo  received  a  Golden  Apple  Award  annually,  some  years  two 
awards.  Even  after  his  death,  he  received  a  tremendous  number  of  votes  for  the 
Golden  Apple.  His  lectures  were  not  to  be  missed,  his  synopses  of  often  confusing 
topics  cherished. 

Angelo's  dedication  to  us  and  to  our  school  went  far  beyond  what  meets  the  eye. 
He  was  Assistant  Director  of  the  Program  for  Integrated  Learning,  and  Assistant 
Professor,  Educational  Coordinator  and  Laboratory  Coordinator  for  the  Department 
of  Microbiology  and  Immunology.  He  was  a  reviewer  for  three  immunology  jour- 
nals, and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  developing  a  handbook  of  microbiology  geared 
toward  pre-clinical  medical  studies.  It  is  quite  telling  that  his  academic  interests  lay 
more  with  improving  excellence  in  teaching  than  in  pursuing  basic  research.  Almost 
every  year  for  the  last  decade,  he  attended  conferences  and  published  articles,  both 
of  which  addressed  improving  teaching  skills  of  medical  student  educators.  Angelo 
was  a  vital  part  of  the  effort  to  preserve  our  school  during  the  bankruptcy. 

Two  years  after  his  sudden  death  at  age  42,  his  picture  remains  on  many  office 
walls  at  school.  His  memory  will  undoubtedly  invigorate  the  hearts  of  the  graduates 
of  2000,  the  faculty  we  leave  behind,  and  the  families  he  nurtured. 


Joel  J.  Roslyn,  M.D. 

"Respected  surgeon,  incredible  teacher,  consummate  academic,  able  admin- 
istrator, loving  husband,  devoted  father"  .  .  .  These  words  are  how  people 
describe  Dr.  Joel  Roslyn,  who  passed  away  in  July  1999  of  melanoma  at  the 
age  of  48.  After  15  years  at  UCLA,  Dr.  Roslyn  became  Chairman  of  Surgery 
at  MCP,  and  later,  Chairman  of  the  combined  surgery  departments  of 
Hahnemann  and  MCP.  During  his  seven  years  as  Chair,  Dr.  Roslyn  built  a 
first-rate  department  that  excelled  in  clinical  care,  education  and  research. 

Although  Dr.  Roslyn  was  deeply  concerned  about  and  interested  in  the 
academic  achievements  of  his  students,  his  dedication  to  his  department  and  to 
his  patients  was  superceded  only  by  his  cardinal  rule,  family  first.  He  was  a 
devoted  husband  and  father  to  his  four  sons  who  cherished  his  time  with 
family.  He  attended  as  many  of  his  sons'  sporting  events  that  he  possibly 
could,  also  making  time  to  coach  little  league  baseball  and  lacrosse.  He  could 
often  be  found  playing  one  of  his  favorite  sports,  basketball,  with  his  boys. 

When  our  school  went  bankrupt,  Dr.  Roslyn' s  greatest  concern  was  for  our 
future.  He  fought  vigorously  to  save  our  school,  turning  down  several  impres- 
sive job  offers  to  stay  and  help  us.  He  helped  form  the  Committee  for  The 
University,  and  led  the  lobby  responsible  for  continuity  of  our  student  loans. 
There  are  such  a  multitude  of  functions  he  performed  on  our  behalf  during  the 
bankruptcy,  that  it  would  be  impracticable  to  list  them  here. 

We  would  honor  him  to  continue  his  life  philosophies  of  devotion  to  family, 
of  actively  mentoring  our  future  colleagues,  and  of  adhering  tenaciously  to  and 
fighting  for  the  things  that  enrich  our  lives  and  lives  of  our  patients  and  loved 
ones. 


Suzanne  Zarro.  M.D. 

Dr.  Zarro  exemplifies  the  non-traditional  students  of  MCP  Hahnemann  in  that 
she  enrolled  in  Hahnemann's  School  of  Medicine  only  after  graduating  from 
Ursinus  College,  marrying  and  having  children.  After  graduating  in  1978  and 
doing  her  residency  in  Internal  Medicine,  she  joined  the  faculty  as  an  Assistant 
Professor  of  Neurobiology  and  Anatomy.  She  held  appointments  in  both  the 
Department  of  Pathology  and  Laboratory  Medicine  and  the  Department  of 
Biological  Sciences. 

We  were  fortunate  to  have  "Dr.  Sue"  as  our  advocate  for  as  long  as  we  did. 
She  had  a  long  history  of  excellence  in  teaching,  for  which  she  received  four 
Golden  Apple  Awards,  a  Lindback  Foundation  Award  for  Distinguished  Teach- 
ing, and  a  Trustees  Award  for  Teaching  Excellence.  The  graduates  probably 
knew  her  best  in  her  role  as  Associate  Dean  of  Student  Affairs. 

Dr.  Zarro' s  dedication  to  our  school  and  to  her  profession,  and  her  personal 
drive  and  determination  were  always  known  to  those  immediately  around  her. 
These  personal  qualities  became  especially  evident,  however,  after  a  devastating 
accident  in  1996,  when  she  was  broad-sided  leaving  a  Hahnemann  Hospital 
parking  lot.  Her  injuries  prevented  her  from  returning  to  her  favored  role  as  a  pre- 
clinical instructor,  but  she  maintained  her  student  contact  by  acting  as  an  advisor 
in  a  number  of  capacities,  including  Faculty  advisor  to  students.  Dr.  Landau 
described  her  5t)  le  succinctlj  when  he  wrote.  "When  1  (and  I  suspect  others  as 
well  i  ask  her  for  counsel.  I  receive  it.  stripped  o\'  sentimentality,  spare  of  words, 
but  right  to  the  point  and  in  terms  thai  1  need  to  hear  and  which  I  cannot  ignore." 

Dr.  Zarro' s  last  appointment  at  MCP  Hahnemann  School  of  Medicine  was  to 
the  position  o\  Dean  of  Admissions,  which  she  held  until  her  death  in  1998.  She 
admitted  our  Class  of  2002.  We  w  ill  miss  her  tremendously,  and  we  are  far  better 
for  ha\  ins  known  her.

The  faculty  we  lost  all  share  the  common  traits  of  devotion  both  to  us  and  to  their  professions. 
They  were  true  mentors  who  encouraged  both  professional  and  personal  growth.   In  the  long  run, 
they  provided  us  with  role  models  to  which  we  ma\  aspire,  and  more  immediately,  provided 
inspiration,  humor,  encouragement,  and  listening  ears  for  the  grittier  times  we'd  all  just  as  soon 
forget.  Our  professional  demeanor  and  approach  to  patient  care  -  total  and  humanistic  patient 
care  -  is  decided!)  shaped  for  the  better  by  these  five  people.
